Wife May Die, 
Doctors State 


Miami, Fla. Feb. 27.—[ Special. ]— 
Edgar C. Frady, wealthy Chicago auto- 
mobile dealer, who yesterday shot his 
wife and then cut his throat with a 
penknife and a safety razor blade, 
will recover, physicians announced to- 
night. He is guarded by a deputy 
sheriff. 

Mrs. Frady, paralyzed from a bul- 
‘Jet in her spine, cannot live more than 
a few weeks, these same authorities de- 
clared. Mrs. Frady is a sister of John 
R. Thompson, millionaire Chicago res-: 
taurateur. 

Police investigating the affair today 
listened to a stary of Frady’s jealousy 
and ill health, and of continuous quar- 
rels between the couple, told by Miss 
Imogene Higgins, nurse and compan- 
ion of Mrs, Frady. 

Nagged Wife About Men. 


“They had been quarreling ever mde 


since Mr. Frady came here a few 
weeks ago,” Miss Higgins said. “ They 
occupied separate apartments. 

“Mr. Frady had been accusing her 
of accepting attentions from other 
men. She was absolutely guiltless in 
the matter. 

“Finally, Saturday evening we were 
all together at a dinner dance at the 
Casino St. John. All through the eve- 
ning Mr. Frady had been nagging her. 
We went back to the hotel about 1 
o'clock. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Frady went to his 
room. I went to mine. Shortly after- 
ward I called the apartment. 

“Mr. Frady answered the telephone 
and I asked for Mrs. Frady. I heard 
him say to her that a man was calling 


her.” 
7 Denies He Shot Her. 

Frady has denied to Sheriff Louis A. 
Allen that he had shot his wife, it 
was learned tonight. He said that she 
had shot herself during a struggle for 
possession of the revolver. ; 

He declined to make any other state- 
ment and made no comment regard- 
ing his wife’s statement yesterday that 
he had gone to the bureau and taken 
‘the weapon from a drawer, and that 
she had attempted to wrest the pistol 
from him to prevent him from shoot- 
ing her. | 
He also kept silent about his taking

And n, in the midst of a “non- 
struggle with Great 
Britain, Gandhi consents to unveil the 
portrait of a former viceroy, saying: 

“It will give me particular pleasure | 
to be privileged to perform this func- 
tion, giving us, as it does, an oppor: 
tunity of showing that in the battle 
of non-codperation we are not actu- 
ated by an anti-British spirit and 
that our national ideal includes the 
treasuring of the memory of good deeds 
done by anybody, be he English or 
Indian.” 

It would be possible to cite many 
instances of this sort, evidence of 
Gandhi’s readiness to play fair with 
his opponent, to criticize frankly the 
shortcomings of his own followers and 
to speak the truth as he sees jt. 

All this’ seems to me characteristic 
of Gandhi in person rather than of the 
nationalist movement which he leads. 
I believe that many of the nationalist 
organizers “ hold out false hopes,” and 
I do not think that the great mass of 
Gandhi's followere—or, for that mat- 
ter, the great mass of anybody else’s 

followers—can draw a distinction, in 
a situation like India’s, between “ op- 
position” and “enmity.” For Gandhi 
it is possible to say, “ The British are 
my opponents, but for many things I 
honor them.” For the rank and file, 
active oppasitien has already edged off 
dangerously into racial hatred. 
Leaders and Followers Apart. | 
In short, there is a gulf between 
Gandhi and hige followers. Gandhi is 
not a pure dreamer. If he were he 
would not come back so often to the 
game unpleasant facts. Having made 
a point several times he would be in- 
> clined to think that it was now self- 
evident. Nevertheless, it is probably 
true that he is too much dreamer 
to realize how far behind him most of 
of his own followers are lagging. And 
that situation threatens trouble. i 
In this respect Gandhi seems re- 
mote from India’s masses, but in other 
respects he is at one with them. He 
lives with the masses physically— 
wearing their clothes, eating their 
food, traveling with them third class, 
when he travels. And his interests 
are not abstract and above the battle. 
There is no popular “reform” move- 
ment, whether or not it hag anything 
to do with “Nationalism,” in which 
Gandhi does not play a leading part.

campaigns against alcohol; he discov- 
era that miisic is a lost art in India 
campaigns for its revival; he 
/} getumps the country preaching better 
schools; he denounces the prevalent 
Indian custom of child marriage.

No Mere Opportunist.

Does Gandhi meddle too with caste? 
India’s caste system is as famous to 
us as India herself, and in our western 
eyes the negation of “ democracy.” 

Caste is a vertical division of §xo- 
ciety, based on birth and not on wealth 
or education or any other, handmaiden 
of prestige and power. Thus, inside 
the same one caste are to be found 
millionaires and paupers, scholars and 
illiterates. There is no club caste for 
millionaires exclusively, no Phi Beta 
Kappa caste for men of learning. 
Birth settles it, irrevocably. 


Speaks for the “ Untouchables.” 

“Tt is no use denying the fact,” 
says Gandhi, “ that a sort of hierarchy 
has been evolved in the caste system.” 
Specifically, most of his criticism is 
directed against the unhappy plight 
of the “ untouchables.” 

The “untouchables” number 30 per 
cent of India’s Hindus, or a fifth of 
India’s whole population. They are 
“untouchable” simply because they 
are born that way. It is pollution 
for the higher castes to touch them. 
In many places they are required 
to live outside the villages. They 
get no adequate protection of their 
life and property. And in the divi- 
sion of labor, needless to say, they 
get all the worst of it. 

Moreover, all sorts of social slurs 
rest on them. In some villages they 
cannot even pass through streets in- 


habited by high Brahmins. 
In nearly every village in the prov 
ince of ras the public water sup- 


ply is forbidden to them. And some 
“untouchable,” but “ unapproach- 
able, “ unshadowable,” and even ‘un- 
seeable.”. In six different Madras dis- 
tricts a fifth of the people theoretical- 
ly cannot come within sixty-four feet 
of the higher castes without polluting 


them. 
“ Corroding Vice.” 

This theory of “ untouchablility 
rouses Gandhi's ire. He g@alls it a 
“corroding vice.”

Gandhi has admirers in this ebiers 
who think of him as a democrat, west 
ern style. But he is no western demo- 
crat. He defends a caste system based 
on birth which no western democrat 
could swallow. He is not a revolu- 
tionary. He would reform the caste 
system, but retain it. 


It is interesting to note Gandhi's 
attitude toward our own western 
civilization generally. At the begin- 
ning of this article I have quoted his 
comment that Hinduism regards us in 
the west as living in the “ black age.” 
All sorts of myths are current in this 
country about Gandhi’s wish to tear 
up railway tracks, annihilate ma- 
chinery, and explode construction en- 
gineers with their own dynamite. — 


Attacks Modernism. 


Accurately speaking, what Gandhi 
attacks is not “westernism” but 
“modernism.” ‘“ Modernism” he at- 
tacks relentlessly. His hostility is not 
the hostility of a Bushman who op- 
poses modern methods but fails to un- 
derstand the reasons why. Nor does 
he want mankind to bolt straight for

The answer whispered for many 
months has been that a large part of 
these receipts of the firm of Schuyler 
& Weinfeld were not income, but were 
merely funds placed in their hands to 
be transferred elsewhere for the bene- 
ft of “clients"’ who did not wish to 
appear openly in the transactions or 
whose identity it was desired to con- 
ceal for some other reason. 


Hints as to the “ Clients.” 


In political quarters discussion of 
the case has centered around the facts 
that the “Clients” in these matters 
were frequently public service corpora- 
tions or others having business with 
the city hall. 

For this reason it is believed by 
many that some of the payments were 
made to Schuyler and Weinfeld, not 
for legal services, but as donations to 
the Lundin-Thompson political ma- 
chine. In other words, it is suspected 
that In many of these transaction§, 
Mr. Ettelson’s former partners acted 
simply as a collection agency for the 
city hall organization. 

To put it in a different way, lawyers 
say that now there is a probability 
that the public will learn whether the 
Lundin-Thompson organization,  in- 
stead of being the arch-opponent of 
“traction barons” and similar ogres 
really receives much of its financial 
support from public utility companies. 

This belief is based on reports that 
several such corporations made regu- 
lar monthly payments on a dollar and 
cents basis during 1916 which showed 
that they were on an annual basis and 
net merely occasional ‘‘ assessments ’ 
or donations.”

“It is necessary for the proletariat to be ready 
to face a blow in the spring,” he said.

We are fully 
decided on our fourth anniversary to prepare our 
selves for a new struggle, because the finish fight 
between capital and labor is far from a decision.” 

Trotzky probably has come to like playing the 
general and commanding troops. The troops are 
well fed, which is good luck in Russia, and well 
fed soldiers in a country distressed by lack of food 
are willing to submit to discipline and to do as 
they are told. Trotzky, pleased with his command 
of armed men, tells the world that the finish fight 


against capitalism may be lost in diplomacy but | 


then must be won in war. 

If this is not the wild wind blowing through a 
pair of epaulets or the strut of a Shanghai cockerel 
imagining he is a pit bird it further reveals a man 
whose head is utterly softened by the moon. 

The capitalistic world which the soviet is to fight 
to a finish is trying to carry Russia over until mid- 
August and save 15,000,000 people from starvation. 
The attempt of the proletarians was to use the 
sufferings of misgoverned Russians to create class 
consciousness in the United States and to get funds 
for, relief by repudiation of the American system 
of government, They said that they did not want 
the money of a capitalistic scheme but wanted the 
money of their brothers in labor. 

The Friends of Soviet Russia in the United States 
have raised $300,000, and the capitalistic democ- 
racy of America, by government appropriation and 
by private subscription, has placed in the hands of 
Herbert Hoover one hundred times that much, over 
$30,000,000, for Russian relief. The humanity of 
this is unquestioned, but the political expediency 
of it ig not. 

A capitalistic democracy has been guided by the 
economic need of the world and by the individual | 
needs of the starving Russians. It has endeavored 
to reconstruct a nation which had been misgov- 
erned to the point of starvation, although the gov- 
ernment of that nation is a persistent enemy to 
this democracy. 

A country richer even than the United States in 

resources has 150,000,000 people who must be fed by 
outside agencies and carried over to another har- 
vest, for which the seed must be given them. 
_ The world against which the soviet secretary of 
war threatens to use his army is trying now to 
bring Russia back into association with other na- 
tions, and he says he is going to Genoa with a 
saber and walk away from the conference table to 
the head of his army if he does not get what 
Russia wants, indicating that what Russia wants 
is the destruction of the democratic governments 
of the world. | |

THE BONUS WILL BE PAID. 


The decision of Republican leaders in congress 
to pass a bonus bill regardless of the expressed 
or prospective disapproval e administration 
to suggestions so far submitted for financing is a 
decision in behalf of justice. If the bill is passed 
it will form a promissory note made out to the 
soldiers and signed by the government. That at 
least will put the present moral obligation into 
legal form. 7 
The matter of financing will then be a direct 
charge upon the government. And the United 
States government does not repudiate its debts. 
The bonus will be paid. : 
How it will be paid is another matter. The 
special taxes suggested by the treasury depart- 
ment have been generally opposed and condemned. 
The sales tax suggested by President Harding has 
been opposed by farm and labor organizations, 
and is virtually abandoned. The proposition to 
finance the measure from the proceeds of foreign 
obligations has been protested on the ground that 
it would not be legal under the Liberty loan bills, 
which provide that such sources of revenue should 
be used to retire the domestic war loan. Indica- 
tion that there are loopholes in the law which 
would allow of the use of foreign payments to the 
United States to finance the bonus is seen in the 
repeated return of students of the financing prob- 
lem to this plan. Whether or not that method is 
legal, the bonus should not be made dependent 
upon it. One is an obligation of foreign countries 
to the United States. The other is an obligation 
of this country to the men who saved it from ruin 
in its time of peril. They cannot properly be made 
interdependent. 

Apparently only two practical methods remain. 
One is the issuance of short term notes or bonds; 
the other is to put the task upon the treasury and 
let it fill its coffers for the purpose in the most 
practical manner which appears. 3 | 
Neither of these methods will reduce this coun- 
try to economic or financial ruin. It will be a 
burden, no doubt, but a burden which the country 
can bear better than it can bear the stigma of in- 
gratitude and injustice which will be placed upon 
it if it fails to meet its obligations to the men who 
never faltered in wartime to meet their obligations 
to the country. 

In any event, congress is on the right track, if 
the leaders who unequivocally promise a bonus 
bill now speak with authority.

DISTRIBUTE THE TAX 
BURDEN. 


A letter on “The Growing Burden of Taxes” in 
“The Voice of the People” department today ac- 
cuses THE Trisvune of inconsistency in its approval 
of the state income tax provision of the proposed 
new Illinois constitution while decrying the huge 


§mcreases in the tax burdens of small property own- 


ers. If any indictment is justified, we believe it is 
on our failure to make clear our points, rather than 
upon the inconsistency alleged. 

Our approval of the state income tax provision 
is based upon our belief that it will reduce the total 
amount, of taxes to be collected in Illinois and will 
spread those taxes more equitably. In the hypo- 
thetical case suggested by our correspondent, for 
instance, we believe the man making $1,500 a year, 
who might be taxed $10, or even $20, on his income, 
would have the tax on“his home reduced by more 
than $10 or $20. 

This, we believe, would be accomplished in two 
ways. One way would be through the elimination 
of tax dodging, which would make every resident 
pay a share of the cost of state and local govern- 
ment, instead of dodging such payment and thereby 
passing it on to the property owner, small as well 
as large. The other way would be through a 
greater popular interest in the election of capable 
and honest officials, which would be-a natural 
‘result if every voter were a direct taxpayer and 
realized that a good official would save him money 
while a poor one would increase his tax burden by 
wasting public funds. 

The property owner who now pays $100 taxes on 
his cottage where five years ago he paid $50 should 
Welcome an arrangement whereby he would pay 

$30 on his home and $20 on his income, while sev- 
eral of his neighbors who heretofore have paid 
nothing directly contribute the other $50 to supply 
the needs of government. 

That, we believe, would be the effect of the in- 
come tax provision, not, as our correspondent fears, 
® burdensome adding of the income tax to the high 


property tax already suffered. ;

LOUCHEUR’S LOGIC. 
{New Orleans Times-Picayune.] | 

“France cannot now pay her debt to America and 
never can pay it.” That was the statement made by 
M. Loucheur, former minister of reconstruction for 
the devastated area in France, who at present, as a 
mere deputy outside the ministerial breastworks, is 
less guarded in his utterances than formerly. 

As a minister he would have softened the blow, but 
as a deputy of the opposition he spoke bluntly and 
supported his assertion by cold logic. 

He declared that payment of the American debt 
meant payment either in kind or in gold, equally 
impossible alternatives. Payment in French money 
was, of course, out of the question, because France. 
is on a scrip basis and the United States would not

accept that medium. Gold payment is impossible, 
said the Frenchman, “ because America already has 
a corner on the yellow metal,”’ and payment in kind | 
is rendered impossible by our American tariff wall,

Although the Frenchman's words have an ugly ring, 
we take it they do not mean that France has aban- 
doned her centuries old financial integrity.

THE MEASLES BARRIER. 
CCORDING to the law of probabil- 
ity, it can be predicted that be- 
tween this date and next May 
measles will appear in many chil- 
dren's hospitals, homes, and boarding 
schools. It will be more serious in those 
institutions which care for children below 


age. 


Babies at the breast are almost immune 
to measles. They get protection with 
the mother’s milk. Those babies fed on 
Cow's milk are not so fortunate. At 2 
years of age the protection coming from 
mother’s milk has passed away, and from 
breast feeding days to 5 years of age 
measles plays havoc with children. 
Again, I want to call attention to in- 
jection of human blood as a means of 
protection against measles. 

This is how MacNeal did it with sixteen 
exposed children. 


The blood was drawn from persons con 
These patients 
were proved to be free from clinical 
tuberculosis and syphilis of any kind. 
The blood was drawn between five and 
nine days after recovery. It was kept 
in an icebox after being drawn. The 


|serum, after having been drawn from 


the entire blood, was preserved with a 
little chemical preservative, and then put 
away in the icebox until time came to 
use it. 

Sixteen children who had never had
